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(57) Abstract: There is provided a 
mobile terminal capable of matching 
the direction of an object displayed 
with the direction of the actual object. 
A basic state upon imaging is the state 
of Fig. 5. That is, a cover section (12) 
is raised by about 90 degrees around 
the X axis with respect to a main 
body (11) and a perpendicular line of 
a display section (32) is in the same 
direction as the optical axis of a CCD 
(41). In this state, an image acquired 
by the CCD (41) is displayed directly 
on the display section (32). On the 
other hand, when the cover section 
(12) is further rotated by 90 degrees 
with respect to the main body (11) 
and an angle detector (51) detects the 
state that the main body (11) and the 
cover section (12) are opened by about 
180 degrees, the image acquired by 
the CCD (41) is rotated by 90 degrees 
and the rotated image is displayed 
on the display section (32). The 
present invention can be applied to a 
mobile telephone and a PDA having 
a configuration for rotating around 
two axes or a mobile terminal such as 
a personal computer. 
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
